vote. Tho majority in their report say 
;hat tho city government of Jacks oil had 
not been unclor control of the Democrats 
from 1874 to 18SS, a period of fourteen 
years, but the city had been getting on 
all that time, paying off its debt, reducing 
its tax rate, establishing its credit and 
mproving Its streets. These things, the 
majority say, did not constitute the basis 
of tho complaint sounded by the White 
Leaguers, who determined upon a change 
of municipal rulo. It was claimed that 
Mississippi was a Democratic State, and 
it was affirmed to be a reproach on the 
Democracy of the capital city of such a 
State to have allowed the Republicans 
to control municipal 
affairs for so 


many years. Thoro was but one reason for 
this long-con tinned Republican control 
of affairs—a majoilty of tho voters of tho 
ilty had so willed it, and a change could 
i)e effected only by a suporession of tho 
colored vote of tho city. Tho fears of the 
colored voters woro based upon the fact 
that systematically inflammatory articles 
woro published, and the result was intira' 
Idation and tho entire suppression of tho 
lolored vote at tho municipal election ol 
January, 1&S8.

Mr. Smith moved the second reading of 


the Parnell Commission bill to Investi- 
gate certain members of Parliament, the 
charges and the allegations against them.

were forgeries. He said that he did not 
know Patrick Ford. He had had com- 
munications with John Devoy, but they 
were solely confined to political affairs. 
He admitted that he had favored boycot- 
ting iu his Eanis speech, but said that he 
had ceased to advocate boycotting after 
the passage of the Arrears bill, in 1882. 
The government ought to specify the 
charges and allow scrutiny of the docu- 
ments on which they were laid before the 
commission. 


After Mr. Parnell took his seat, there 


was a long pause, no member of the gov- 
ernment rising. Mr. Gladstone expressed 
astonishment that the govorment did not 
answer Mr. Parnell, and declared that he 
must have;an answer. He (Olanstone) 
would vote for a second reading of the 
bill, but the issue raised must be consid- 
ered before the commission was appoint- 
ed. He was not ready to give that un- 
qualified confidence to the commission

derstood by the average citizen

to bo a general impression afloat that the 
newspaper man IB under all circumstances on 
a seaich foi "items for his paper." While 
this is to cei tain extent tine, thero are few 
things which aro more annoying yet more 
frequent than to have some well meaning 
friend give the details of a dog fight to tho 
literal y editor, or pour tho full particulars 
of a church meeting into the unwilling ears 
of the baseball reporter 
To be sure, there 


is hardly a good newspaper man who does 
not, every week, pick up dozens of para- 
graphs outside of his regular assignment, 
but it is rarely tho cose that any item worth 
printing is imparted to him by these offl 
cious friends 
Thero are very few outside 


tho profession, and I might odd not very 
many in it, who kuow what news is. It is 
next to impossible to explain the news qua! 
ity in on item—a man must either know it 
by instinct or by long experience.
